Mr. Mun-ill introduoed the bill author- 
ieing the it-sue of treasury notes on de- 
posits of silver bullion, and asked its 
reforeiico t<i tln' rnnimittco on finance, 
and itskcd thai a lall prepared by Uecre- 
tarv Wiiuiuiii t<* tlie aaiM pupON bo 
priiitoil and ictcri i-d. 

On niotidii of Mr. Slierniati. tlio senate 
bill to rcli Nc tlir Iroasurt'rof tlio United 
States Iruni tlie amount now (.-iLir^^t'd to 
him and deposited with the several 
states, was taken from the calendar and 
pat-sed.

Tlie bill makes it tiie 
duty ol the secretary of the trea-siiry to 
credit to each state and terntui y ol the 
Unit«Kl St*»tes aud the Di.-itrict of ( "oiiini- 
bia a sum eijual to all coUectiuiis fruiu 
them under the direct tax bill of 1861. 

The senate then resumed consideration 
of Mr. Chandler's resolution r-gardint;

An Experiment la Oheaalatry Canaea an 
Xsploslon of a Betort ■nrlinc Thirty 
People lu All Directions -The Wrecked 
Balldlag Takea Vlre, bnt U Save4 Be- 
fbM Bineh Oaaaace Is Done— List of the 
victims. 

BLOOlUNaTON, HI., Jan. 29.— Twenty 
pMBOOs were injured at 9 o'olo6k yester- 
day after it >on in the high school at I/OX- 
Insrton, ill tni . county, by a Icrritic ex- 
ploBion. which wiw heard nil over the 
city. While Professor Jeis, surrounded 
hj pupils and teachers, waa condooting 
an exiK'riment in chemistry, in which 
oxygen wa.s b.-ing generated in a retort 
coinpo-e 1 w!i illy or in part of iron, 
with iron connections, the retort sud- 
denly flew to p o. es, and nearly thirty 
persons were hurled in all directions and 
twenty of thetn more or less mangled. 

To add to the terror of the %cene a can 
of gasoline, through which a piece of 
hot iron had I e 'U blown, took tire, and 
for a few niiiiul>-s it looked as though 
tlie buihliii;.; and some of the wounded 
victiin.-i iiiiKiit lie consumed. The burn- 
ing Kii*>obnc spread rapidly o%cr the 
floor and s. a!s. but the names were ex- 
tinguished alt r a hard light, in which 
Several of tlie students were slightly 
scorched. 

Those most dangerously injured by 
the explo-ion are as follows: 

Profe.-<bor .less, terribly burned about 
the head, face, arms, hands and eyes, 
wUl probably lose his sight and may die. 

Bertie Faraet, a youth of 90, compound 
fracture of l«g andartsry oat; likely 
to die. 

Cora Kemp, aged 16, compo un d fhto- 
ture of leg. 

Hattie Barnard, aged lA, struck in 
breast with a piece of iron pijw; danger- 
ously hurt. 

RuHsell Stevenson, hurt on leg and 
terriblv brui-ed. 

Uillijiin Dawson, badly cut and 
bruised. 

Wiiliaiu Hatzeupillard, btidly mangled. 
Asa Langstoff, seriously tetiisca and 

cut. 

A dozen othei"s were bruised, cut and 
scorched, but those names above are the 
8*?verest sufferers. It is believed that 
the explosion was caused by impure 
chemicals.

The 
other three men escaped with slight in- 
juries. The injured were taken to the 
miners' hospital at Ashland.

THE EXT RADITION TREATY. 

Cauadlaii .MiiiUtor of JiiMtloe Thinks It 
a Hulullon of the Unostlona. 

Ottawa, Ont, Jan« S9.— Sir John 

Thompson, the minister of justice, was 
seen in i-eference to the new extradition 
treaty between (Heat Britain and the 

United Stati 8. 

The members of the government, in 
eluding himself, thought it a satisfactory 
•olutiuii of a long vexe<l proUam, and 
one that would probably be accepted 
and indorseii by the senate, in sympathy, 
as it was with the Republican adminui- 
tration. The treaty as drawn up by 
Sscretary Blaine and Sir Jtilian Paunce- 
fote, did not differ materially from that 
negotiated by Secretary Bayard, ex( ejit 
that clatises relating to what were call< d 
political otfeuses were eliminated.
